British tank, infantry and air 
corps continued locked in a “violent 
battle” in the Sidi Rezegh sector af- 
ter New Zealand troops had re- 
captured that desert strong point 
south of Tobruk and reportedly 
“sealed the escape gap” to the west 
against the main German and Ital- 
ian units. 

The junction with the British 
forces from Tobruk, which had been 
‘under siege for more than seven 
months, was made at Ed Duda, ac- 
|cording to an official statement at 
Cairo. The Tobruk garrison previ- 
| ously had fought its way forward 
,14 miles. British forces also reoc- 
cupied the desert town of Bir El 
Hamed after overcoming strong op- 
position. 

Both sides ha dthrown tank, air 
and infantry reinforcements into the 
conflict raging over a wide front in 
the Sidi Rezegh sector and heavy 
fighting was reported in the last 
24 hours, with the trend of battle 
fighting was reported in the last 
24 hours, with the trend of battle 
still confused and uncertain.

@ Within the last year I have 
visited in a good many hundred 
classrooms in more than half the 
states. But not till a little while 
ago did I observe in a classroom 
what I have been looking for for 
years. It was in a kindergarten of 
East Chicago, Indiana. 

After the children had been 
drawing and coloring, their 
teacher held up the work of each 
of several children and asked the 
class what they thought of it. In 
concert or individually, only the 
good qualities of the work pre- 
sented were named by these little 
ehildren. Not one child pointed 
out any fault in the work dis- 
played. 

In several instances, however, 
after the children had named 
what they considered good, the 
teacher showed them how the 
child who did the drawing and col- 
oring might have improved it here 
or there, in this way or that. The 
children looked for only what was 
good in the work of a classmate; 
only the teacher suggested how it 
could be better. 


Human To Find Fault 


You and I can be sure these 
children had been carefully guided 
to talk only of the good features 
in the work of one another. Other- 
wise, they would have done what 
is practically always done in a 
classroom—have dwelt on what 
was the matter with the work. It 
is human to find fault. When any 
one does so concerning the work 
of another he tends to get a feel-

Destructive Criticism 


Yes. A child does get some 
value, but uses up far more time 
of the class in doing so than it took 
the other child to do the work. By 
his destructive criticism he also 
gets, unawares, pleasure out of the 
failures and defeats of his class- 
mate. 

To sum up: Let children, in 
evaluating before their class the 
work or statement of a classmate, 
be led to see only the best in it, 
Let the teacher alone point out the 
errors and shortcomings and how 
to correct or improve them. This 
will build good learning, good 
mental health and good moral edu- 
cation. Let children learn to cele- 
brate successes in their fellows. 
Then when they become parents 
they will tend to do so more often 
with their children. 


Solving Parent Problems 

Q. “Suppose you say ‘no’ toa 
child’s request and, upon reflec- 
tion decide you should have said 
‘yes.’ In the meanwhile the child 
has pleaded or argued with you, 
or cried. If, then, you change your 
answer, what may be the effect on 
the child?” 

A. He is tikely to suppose that 
his response made you change 
your mind. Even then, if you are 
sure you made an error, it is bet- 
ter to admit it and make the 
change, and thereafter be more 
sure before announcing a decision,
